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The 1920s has a stunning array of memorable and moving music. This collection revisits those songs, 
casting them in the rich voice of the piano. Broadway musicals created many lasting hits. “California, 
Here | Come” is from Bombo (1921), a show that featured Al Jolson, then known as “the world’s 
greatest entertainer.” “Strike Up the Band” is the title song from the Gershwins’ 1927 production. 
Songs from the 1920s would also grace the silver screen in the following decades. “Singin’ in the 
Rain,” from The Hollywood Revue of 1929, was famously performed by Gene Kelly in the 1952 MGM 
film Singin’ in the Rain. He also performed “’S Wonderful” from Funny Face (1927) in MGM’s An 
American in Paris (1951). The lazy stride of “Ain’t Misbehavin’” (1929), the lilting swing of “Tea 
for Two” (1925), and all of the other wonderful musical moments are certain to provide hours of 
enjoyment for the pianist who wishes to be a Popular Performer.
